that public money is endangered," 
could appeal the Pulaski Chan- 
cery Court. The chancery court, 
or the Arkansas Supreme Court 
on further appeal, could cancel or 
mcdify any committee decision.

could appeal the Pulaski Chan- 
cery Court. The chancery court, 
or the Arkansas Supreme Court 
on further appeal, could cancel or 
mcdify any committee decision.

cery Court. The chancery court, 
or the Arkansas Supreme Court 
on further appeal, could cancel or 
mcdify any committee decision.

that public money is endangered," 
could appeal the Pulaski Chan- 
cery Court. The chancery court, 
or the Arkansas Supreme Court 
on further appeal, could cancel or 
mcdify any committee decision. 


The committee, which would re- 


ceive ' only reimbursement

tual expenses and a mileage al-

*School Funds Here $60,208 


The Arkansas Gazette, which is spark-plugging the 


drive to increase the 2% state sales tax to 3%, said yes- 
terday: 


"Currently the argument is being offered that if 


the state refuses to provide any aditional money for 
public education the resulting crisis at the local level 
will force voluntary property tax reform. This leaves 


1$ out of consideration what seems the more likely re- 


sult—that if the schools get in any worse shape the 
effort will simply be redoubled to obtain quick relief 
at the state level." 


I've got news for you today about this "school re-' 


lief at the state level." 


As reported in earlier editorials The Star has been • 


on the trail of 5 million dollars which is being diverted 
every year from the schools' 296 sales tax revenue to the 
city and county governments.

loading it all on the family budget of food and clothing. 


Both these pledges were broken.
